Tho report o:" tho Director o 1 the Household, to whose indefat- 
igable labor wo are indebted for t.h .j roadinoss of tho building, will 
give you an idea of the r rny ui ficultios rt tho beginning, ane of how 
much effor t was pu\ forth in tho month preceding the opening,
